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The  Township  Committee  presents  the  follozving  Report 
lor  the  year  ending  March  /,  fSg6 . 


FINANCES. 

The  expenses  of  the  township  have  been  carefully  guarded 
during  the  past  year,  and  wherever  possible  not  permitted  to 
exceed  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  each  specific  appropriation. 
This  course  was  adopted  because  of  the  uncertainty  of  revenue 
to  be  derived  from  taxes  levied  on  property  situated  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  borough  attempted  to  be  created  within  our 
township. 

The  revenues  of  the  township  derived  from  taxes  levied  in 
1895  amount  to  $62,778.07  being  $36,602.78  less  than  the  total 
amount  of  the  levy.  Notwithstanding  this  large  deficit  in  reve¬ 
nues,  and  the  expenditure  of  $3,973.61  in  our  efforts  to  main¬ 
tain  the  integrity  of  our  territory,  we  close  the  year  with  an 
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addition  of  only  $5,000  to  the  amount  of  our  indebtedness  upon 
township  notes  issued  for  general  township  purposes. 

The  financial  standing  of  the  township  is  excellent  and  were 
it  not  for  the  disturbing  borough  controversy,  your  committee 
would  strongly  recommend  for  your  consideration,  very 
liberal  expenditures  for  public  improvements  ;  the  funds  there¬ 
fore  to  be  derived  from  an  issue  of  township  bonds.  This 
question  should  have  the  prompt  and  earnest  attention  of  our 
citizens,  as  soon  as  they  are  in  a  position,  without  controversy 
to  legislate  for  our  whole  territory. 

The  recommendations  of  this  committee  covering  the  appro¬ 
priations  for  the  coming  year  will  be  found  on  the  last  page  of 
this  report. 


HEALTH. 

The  general  health  of  the  township  has  been  satisfactory 
during  the  past  year.  The  East  Orange  Disposal  Works  which 
has  so  long  been  a  menance  to  our  township,  and  a  grievous 
nuisance  to  our  citizens,  has  been  abandoned.  Further  mater¬ 
ial  extensions  of  the  lateral  sewers  in  our  streets  have  been 
made  during  the  year,  and  we  recommend  as  a  sanitary  mea¬ 
sure  the  completion  of  the  sewer  system  as  originally  laid  out 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

The  report  of  our  Health  Physician  is  presented  herewith: 

To  the  Board  of  Health  of  Bloomfield: 

I  beg  to  present  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  April 
1st,  1896.  On  the  organization  of  the  board,  a  year  ago,  several  new 
propositions  presented  themselves  to  us,  viz.:  A  new  sanitary  code  for 
the  township.  A  better  mode  of  keeping  our  vital  statistics,  A  report  of 
contagious  diseases  from  the  different  physicians  in  conformity  with 
chapter  C.  C.  E.,  laws  of  1895,  approved  March  22,  1895.  The  pla- 
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carding  of  houses  containing  cases  of  the  most  dangerous  of  contagious 
diseases,  namely  diphtheria,  small  pox,  scarlet  fever  and  measles.  The 
removal  of  garbage,  and  the  licensing  of  scavengers  to  engage  in  the  work, 
'file  disposal  of  night  soil  and  other  delaterious  substances,  and  the 
extension  of  the  sewer  system,  so  that  the  school  houses  might  be  put 
in  a  proper  sanitary  condition, 

The  different  questions  were  taken  up  in  the  order  enumerated.  A 
new  health  code,  after  due  publication  was  adopted.  The  clerk  of  the 
Health  Board  appointed  registrar  of  vital  statistics,  to  whom  all  reports 
of  contagious  diseases  are  sent  within  twelve  hours  after  the  first  visit 
of  the  attending  physician. 

The  adoption  of  a  resolution  ordering  the  placing  of  a  card  on 
houses  containing  anyone  of  the  four  diseases  mentioned,  not  to  be  re¬ 
moved,  except  by  an  officer  of  the  board,  under  a  penaly  of  iifty-dollars. 

And  tlie  licensing  of  scavengers,  and  compelling  their  wagons  to 
be  covered,  to  prevent  as  much  as  possible  the  spilling  of  ashes  and  gar¬ 
bage  in  the  streets. 

The  question  of  extending  the  sewer  system,  was  one  of  the  most 
important  brought  before  the  board.  Without  such  extension  it  would 
be  impossible  to  relieve  the  unsanitary  condition  of  the  several  school 
buildings,  especially  the  high  school,  After  due  deliberation  it  was 
voted  to  request  the  Township  Committee  to  order  the  work  done.  We 
are  now  in  a  position  to  have  plumbing  put  in  the  school  houses  and 
connections  with  the  sewer  made,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Berkeley  School  is 
already  finished  in  this  respect. 

Early  in  September  an  isolated  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  reported, 
and  efforts  made  to  check  the  disease  ;  but  after  a  few'  w'eeks  another 
case  occurred,  and  from  that  day  to  this  the  Township  has  never  been 
free  from  the  disease;  As  the  schools  are  largely  the  spreaders  of  con¬ 
tagious  diseases  among  children,  and  some  are  so  criminally  careless  as 
to  conceal  cases,  or  to  send  other  children  from  such  families  to  .school . 
I  had  postal  cards  printed,  and  when  a  case  w7as  reported,  immediately 
notified  the  school  authorities  of  the  fact,  and  that  all  children  from  such 
families  were  to  be  refused,  until  the}*  brought  a  certificate  from  the 
attending  physician,  countersigned  by  me. 

I11  spite  of  all  our  precautions  the  number  of  contagious  diseases 
have  been  large  as  the  appended  table  wall  show.  Eater  the  Board  au¬ 
thorized  the  purchase  of  a  disinfecting  spray  pump,  which  is  now  used 
by  the  Health  Inspector  in  places  wdiere  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
have  been  present. 
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There  have  been  fifteen  cases  of  Diphtheria,  several  of  these  have 
been-  subjected  to  bacteriological  examination.  Six  have  been  croup 
cases  (the  most  fatal  kind)  all  these  have  been  treated  by  antitoxin 
injections,  and  recovered,  Some  of  the  others  had  antitoxin,  some  not  ; 
that  all  recoved  is  a  most  fortunate  showing,  Otherwise  the  health  of 
the  Township  has  been  good. 

Finally  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  for  their  kind¬ 
ness  and  courtesy,  and  to  testify  to  the  faithfulness  of  the  Inspector  and 
Registrar.

WATER. 

Under  the  contract  with  the  Orange  Water  Company  our 
citizens  have  enjoyed  a  full  and  constant  supply  of  excellent 
water  during  the  year.  The  bill  of  the  water  company,  cover¬ 
ing  their  charge  for  all  the  hydrants  within  the  township, 
including  forty-four  located  within  the  borough  limits,  has 
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been  paid  out  of  township  funds,  if,  however,  we  are  to  be 
deprived  even  temporarify  of  revenues  from  taxes  levied  within 
the  borough  limits  it  will  become  a  serious  question  what  action 
your  committee  should  take  as  to  the  payment  for  hydrants 
located  therein.  During  the  year  13,196  feet  of  water  pipe 
has  been  laid  in  our  streets  and  sixteen  hydrants  have  been 
placed  thereon.

Total  number  of  hydrants,  -  -  205 

45  hydrants  being  within  the  limits  of  the  borough . 


LIGHT. 

During  the  year  a  contract  for  five  years  has  been  consumated 
with  the  Suburban  Electric  Light  Co.  of  East  Orange  for  the 
lighting  of  our  streets  with  electricity,  the  plant  to  be  in  opera  - 
on  the  first  of  May.  By  this  contract  there  will  be  substituted 
for  the  present  unsatisfactory  gas  service  from  dusk  to  mid¬ 
night  what  we  confidently  anticipate  will  prove  a  most  satis¬ 
factory  electric  service  from  dusk  to  daylight  covering  all  the 
territory  of  the  township  (exclusive  of  that  territory  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Glen  Ridge  borough )  now  covered  by  the 
gas  service  together  with  that  portion  of  Bloomfield  Avenue 
not  now  lighted.  The  increase  cost  to  the  township  being 
estimated  at  $673.  To  cover  this  district  we  have  contracted 
for  the  placing  of  75  arc  and  140  incandescent  lights.  The  ap¬ 
propriation  recommended  for  lighting  purposes  will  provide  for 
a  material  increase  in  the  number  of  lights  above  mentioned. 


POOR. 

Those  of  our  citizens  who  through  misfortune  or  sickness 
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have  been  compelled  to  call  upon  the  township  for  assistance, 
have  continued  to  receive  considerate  and  liberal  aid  from  the 
township  poor  fund  the  amount  expended  having  been 
$2,922.66. 


P(  >U CE  DEPARTMENT. 

WIumi  lli*  borough  officials  established  a  police  force  your 
•  oimuit  ice  decided  to  withdraw  the  township  police  supervision 
district.  Notwithstanding  this  very  material  reduction 
ol  tlu*  territory  covered  it  was  considered  unwise  to  decrease 
0111  iorce  which  still  consists  of  six  regular  officers  and  one 
extra  officer  on  duty  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

We  congratulate  our  citizens  on  the  exemption  of  the  town¬ 
ship  from  serious  depredations  by  the  criminal  classes  which 
we  believe  is  largely,  if  not  entirely  due  to  the  efficiency  of  our 
police  department. 

We  would  recommend  a  change  in  the  conducting  of  our 
police  justice’s  court.  At  present  our  police  justice  receives 
his  compensation  from  costs  charged  against  parties  brought 
before  the  court,  the  fines  imposed  being  turned  into  the 
township  treasury.  In  most  cases  the  offender  is  not  able  to 
pay  both  fines  and  costs,  resulting  very  often  in  the  release 
of  the  prisoner  on  the  payment  of  costs  The  total  amount  of 
fines  received  by  the  township  for  the  past  year  having  been 
$83.  We  believe  the  interests  of  the  township  would  be  bene- 
fitted  by  making  the  police  justice  a  salaried  officer.  All  fines 
and  costs  imposed  to  be  reported  monthly  and  the  money  col¬ 
lected  turned  over  to  the  treasurer. 

13 1  arrests  have  been  made  during  the  year.  73  of  these 
have  been  sentenced  to  various  terms  of  imprisonment,  or  fined. 
58  have  been  discharged,  and  5  lost  children  returned  to  their 
homes. 
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MONTGOMERY  STREET  BRIDGE, 


We  are  happy  to  report  the  completion  of  the  bridge 
over  the  canal  at  Montgomery  Street.  While  there  were 
differences  of  opinion  among  our  citizens  upon  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  using  public  funds  for  this  purpose,  we' think  all 
will  agree  that  the  work  has  been  well  done.  Of  the  fund 
appropriated  for  this  purpose  there  remains  a  balance 
unexpended  of  $32.51. 


PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

Our  citizens  have  been  distressed  the  past  few  years  by  wit¬ 
nessing,  what  seemed  to  be,  the  gradual  destruction  of  our 
stately  elm  trees  on  our  beautiful  Green  and  throughout  the 
town,  by  that  detested  pest — the  Elm  Beetle 

The  adult  beetle,  a  flying  creature,  lives  through  the  winter 
in  any  sort  of  shelter,  attics,  barns,  &c. ,  and  awakens  into 
activity  quite  early  in  the  spring  just  as  soon  as  the  elms  them¬ 
selves  begin  to  put  forth  their  leaves,  beginning  its  work  eating 
little  round  holes  into  the  new  foliage,  appearing  as  if  punc¬ 
tured  by  small  bird  shot  ;  soon  after  will  be  found  on  the  under 
side  of  the  leaves,  double  rows  of  yellow  bottle  shaped  eggs, 
from  which  hatch,  in  due  time,  the  ugly  slugs  which  do  the 
main  injury  on  the  trees  by  scraping  the  leaves,  chief!)7  from 
the  under  side  ;  not  eating  entirely  through  the  tissues  as  bee¬ 
tles  do,  but  simply  the  juicy  cells  of  one  surface,  leaving  the 
leaf  in  a  condition  to  dry  readily  as  soon  as  the  sun  becomes 
hot,  and  to  die  and  droop  before  midsummer  ;  by  that  time  the 
larvae  are  ready  to  change  their  condition,  and  crawl  down  the 
trunk  in  enormous  numbers  and  on  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

In  a  few  days  these  little  yellow  creatures  regain  their  life  in 
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the  form  of  a  second  brood  of  beetles  which  manifest  vitality 
enough  to  complete  the  destruction  of  the  foliage  before  going 
into  winter  quarters. 

In  all  its  stages  the  insect  feeds  exposed  upon  the  leaves  of 
the  tree,  and  is  therefore  a  fit  subject  for  poisons  which  act 
through  the  stomach,  so  by  covering  the  foliage  with  poison 
the  insects  can  be  killed. 

Correspondence  was  had  last  spring  with  Prof.  Jno.  B.  Smith, 
Entomologist  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  College 
Experiment  Station,  who  courteously  furnished  us  with  a 
formula  for  a  poison,  harmless  to  the  trees,  to  be  sprayed  on 
the  trees  ;  and  also  manner  and  mode  in  which  the  spraying 
should  be  done.  The  committee  entered  into  the  work,  but 
with  the  limited  funds,  for  this  purpose,  at  its  disposal,  could 
not  carry  out  the  purpose  to  the  extent  desired.  What  we  ac¬ 
complished,  the  following  answer  in  reply  from  an  enquiry 
from  Prof.  Smith,  may,  perhaps,  give  :  “  While  we  did  not 

meet  with  the  success  hoped  for,  we  feel  encouraged  to  a  de¬ 
gree  sufficient  to  warrant  that  renewed  effort  be  made  another 
season,  under  the  same  system,  but  with  better  facilities,  that 
experimental  practfee  this  season  has  suggested  ;  our  elm  trees 
are  numerous  and  generally  of  large  growth,  and  with  our 
crude  means  of  operating,  our  work  was  slow  and  not  alto¬ 
gether  effective.  We  think,  with  better  appliances — portable 
steam  power,  instead  of  hand,  to  operate  pump  ;  and  large 
tank  instead  of  barrels  ;  and  machine,  for  that  purpose,  to  mix 
emulsion,  we  would  then  show  better  results.” 

The  committee  would  ask  for  an  increased  appropriation. 

The  Public  Grounds  Committee  feel  it  important  that  curb¬ 
ing  should  be  placed  about  the  Park  where  it  is  not  now  placed, 
but  if  it  is  thought  not  advisable  to  do  it  all  the  present  year, 
then  certainly  to  curb  that  part  of  the  Park  north  of  Belleville 
Avenue  ;  the  abscence  of  curbing  there,  leaves  no  division 
mark  between  the  streets  and  Park  ;  consequently  vehicles  of 
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all  kinds  make  use  of  that  part  of  the  Park,  robbing  it  to  a 
large  extent,  of  its  beauty. 

During  the  past  year  meetings  were  held  by  the  Township 
Committee  in  conjunction  with  ten  of  our  representative  citi¬ 
zens,  making  a  committee  of  seventeen,  to  consider  the  location 
°f  Public  Parks  and  Driveways,  and  urge  the  adoption  of  same 
by  tne  Essex  Co.  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  appointed  by 
act  of  Legislature. 

The  sites  recommended  were,  the  property  formerly  known 
as  the  “  Watsessing  Lake  Property,”  and  the  lands  of  about 
five  hundred  acres,  bounded  by  Franklin  Avenue,  Morris 
Canal,  and  Broad  Street,  lying  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
township. 

Maps,  plans  and  data  of  the  proposed  parks  and  driveways 
were  carefully  prepared  by  a  sub-committee,  consisting  of  the 
Public  Grounds  Committee  and  three  of  the  citizens,  and  sub¬ 
sequent!)'  presented  by  the  committee  of  seventeen,  with 
additional  number  of  our  citizens,  to  the  Park  Commissioners 
at  a  meeting,  held  at  their  office  in  Newark,  specially  appointed 
by  the  Park  Commissioners  for  the  purpose.  The  natural  and 
unusual  advantage  for  Parks,  etc.,  in  the  sites  selected  and 
proposed,  seems  so  desirable  that  the  Committee  feel  reason  to 
hope  that  favorable  conclusion  will  be  reached  by  the  Park 
Commissioners. 


LEGAL  AND  FRANCHISE. 


The  Legal  and  Franchise  Committee  the  past  year  has  had 
a  great  deal  of  time  engrossed  to  the  large  volume  of  business 
necessarily  to  be  considered  from  borough  litigation — franchises 
and  election  for  creation  of  city  from  township.  The  several 
matters  of  such  importance  have  required  frequent  meetings  of 
the  Committee,  which  were  also  attended  by  the  chairman  of 
the  Township  Committee,  consultations  with  counsel  and  others. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  results  of  these  labors  will  be  of 
lasting  benefit  to  the  Committee. 

After  much  controversy  as  to  terms,  a  franchise  was  drawn, 
giving  the  Consolidated  Traction  Co.  privileges  for  trolley  road 
on  Bloomfield  Avenue,  from  the  city  line  to  Liberty  Street,  and 
while  concessions  were  made  by  the  Traction  Co.,  our  claim  for 
transfers  was  not  conceded,  and  rather  than  defer  for  years  the 
building  of  the  road  with  its  admitted  advantages  to  our  peo¬ 
ple,  we  reluctantly  waived  the  transfer  feature,  but  hope  that 
the  company  will  soon  clearly  see  that  it  will  be  to  its  interest 
to  grant  transfers. 

An  ordinance  was  prepared,  and  its  consideration  by  the 
Town  Committee  is  now  pending,  on  the  application  of  The 
North  Jersey  Street  Railway  Co.  for  franchise  to  run  electric 
cars  on  Bloomfield  Avenue,  north  from  Liberty  Street  ;  the 
committee  have  felt  constrained  to  consider  the  subject  with 
deliberation  before  recommending  the  passage  of  the  ordinance, 
hoping  that  arrangements  of  some  kind  might  be  made,  in 
connection  therewith,  with  the  Consolidated  Co.  in  matter  of 
transfers,  it  is  fair  to  say,  that  the  officials  of  the  North  Jersey 
Co.  have  aided  in  endeavoring  to  bring  this  result  about. 

A  franchise  was  drawn  and  passed  by  the  Township  Com¬ 
mittee  giving  the  Suburban  Electric  Light  and  Power  Co.,  the 
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right  to  furnish  electric  lights  to  our  township.  The  Legal 
and  Franchise  Committee,  in  connection  with  the  Lighting 
Committee,  gave  earnest  and  considerate  attention  to  prepar¬ 
ing  the  necessary  ordinance  and  contract,  employing  for  its  aid 
an  unprejudiced  expert  electrician,  in  order  that  definite  elec¬ 
tric  terms  might  be  properly  and  understandingly  used,  and 
clearly  expressed,  in  drawing  the  documents,  and  the  township 
know  just  what  it  is  entitled  to,  and  have  no  uncertainty  by 
ambiguous  terms  and  liability  to  consequent  dispute.  The 
people  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  favorable  contract  made, 
more  favorable,  we  believe,  than  any  adjacent  locality. 

1  lie  litigation  now  ensuing  as  to  borough  matters,  and  city 
election,  we  have  reason-  to  hope  will  terminate  satisfactorily 
to  the  township’s  interest. 
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ROADS. 


There  has  been  no  work  done  on  roads  this  year  only  in  the 
way  of  repairs.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


The  Fire  Department  continues  to  maintain  its  well 
established  reputation  for  efficiency  and  usefulness.  It 
has  responded  promptly  to  all  calls  during  the  year  coming 
from  the  Glen  Ridge  borough.  Inasmuch  as  the  property 
owners  therein  have  not,  by  the  payment  of  taxes,  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  support  of  the  Department,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  its  services  should  be  withdrawn  from  that 
section.

HOSE. 

We  have  now  in  use  in  our  department  4,200  feet  of  2)^  inch  rub¬ 
ber-lined  cotton  hose,  in  good  condition.  During  the  year  we  have  pur¬ 
chased  1,000  feet  of  the  above,  which  was  badly  needed.  We  have  not 
the  proper  facilities  for  drying  our  hose,  and  I  desire  to  again  call  your 
attention  to  the  necessity  of  a  hose  drying  tower.  This  will  greatly  pro¬ 
tect  and  preserve  our  hose,  which  will  be  in  a  more  serviceable  condition 
at  all  times.  The  abuse  of  driving  over  our  hose  while  working  at  fires 
has  been  stopped  to  a  great  extent,  and  for  this  reform  we  feel  very 
thankful  to  the  members  of  our  Police  Department. 

APPARATUS 

The  apparatus  in  active  service  is  as  follows:

The  above  apparatus,  with  the  exception  of  needing  a  few  slight  re¬ 
pairs,  is  in  good  condition. 
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During  the  year  we  have  added  a  few  needed  tools  to 
the  Truck,  consisting  of  tin  roof-cutter,  door-opener,  life¬ 
belt.  and  electric  wire-cntter. 

FIRE  ALARM. 

Our  fire  alarm  system  has  been  successfully  operated 
during  last  year,  and  is  in  good  condition,  three  new  boxes 
having  been  added.  This  certainly  is  a  good  showing  for 
the  year  and  denotes  progress  in  the  right  direction  ;  a  few 
years  at  this  rate  would  soon  give  11s  the  required  number 
of  boxes,  and  our  town  would  be  well  protected  in  this 
respect. 


OVERHEAD  WIRES. 

It  is  now  generally  acknowledged  that  overhead  wires 
are  the  most  dangerous  obstruction  that  our  Department 
has  to  contend  with  at  the  present  time.  The  centre  of 
our  town  is  fast  becoming  a  net  work  of  wires  of  all 
kinds. 

It  is  also  necessary  that  great  care  should  be  taken  to 
see  that  all  electric  light  wires  are  properly  insulated  when 
placed  inside  of  buildings. 

The  Traction  Company  should  be  required  to  place 
guard  wires  over  their  electric  wires  through  our  town.  I 
would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  wires  that  are  strung 
through  the  streets  of  our  town  on  trees,  by  private 
parties,  they  should  not  be  allowed. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Our  water  supply  for  fire  purposes,  I  consider  excellent, 
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as  we  have  a  good  pressure  in  all  parts  of  our  town  at  all 
times. 

We  have  now  in  use  205  fire  hydrants,  16  of  these  have 
been  added  during  the  year.  This  also  has  greatly  im¬ 
proved  our  facilities  for  fire  purposes.  I  feel  that  our 
water  supply  is  being  improved  year  by  year  to  meet  the 
growth  of  our  town. 


DISCIPLINE. 

I  desire  to  make  a  few  suggestions  in  reference  to  the 
discipline  of  our  department.  While  the  discipline  is 
good,  yet  I  think  it  can  be  improved  in  certain  respects. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  our  officers  and  members 
to  the  fact  that  while  in  active  duty  no  orders  will  be  re¬ 
ceived  or  obeyed  except  those  given  by  the  officers  in 
charge.  All  persons  desiring  to  assist  in  giving  orders 
must  be  politely  referred  to  the  officer  in  charge  before  the 
same  can  be  executed  or  obeyed.  I  mention  this  fact  in 
justice  to  ourselves ;  as  we  are  held  strictly  accountable 
for  the  management  of  the  Department  and  the  extin¬ 
guishing  of  fires. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  recommend  the  placing  of  three  new  fire  alarm 
boxes  at  the  following  locations  :  Broad  Street  and  Bay 
Avenue,  Bloomfield  and  Watsessing  Avenues,  Newark 
Avenue  and  Harrison  Street. 

I  again  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
this  town  owning  its  own  fire  houses.  The  houses  now 
occupied  are  all  leased,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  one 
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occupied  by  Excelsior  Hose  Co.,  No.  3,  are  not  fit  to  be 
called  fire  houses,  having  long  since  outgrown  their  use¬ 
fulness. 

We  should  have  a  general  fire  headquarters,  situated  in 
(lie  centre  of  the  town  where  No.  1  Truck  and  No.  1 
1  lose  could  be  located  a  bell  and  hose-drving  tower  com¬ 
bined.  No.  2  Hose  should  be  located  on  Orange  Street, 
neai  Ci oss  Street,  and  I  should  by  all  means  recommend 
the  buying  of  the  present  house  occupied  by  No.  3  Hose 
Company. 

I  think  that  you  will  find  by  adding  the  amount  paid 
lor  rent  and  repairs  011  the  several  fire  houses  during  a 
year,  will  amount  to  more  than  the  interest  on  the  above 
plan  I  have  recommended,  and  not  only  that  the  Depart¬ 
ment  will  be  suitably  housed,  and  the  town  will  own  its 
fire  houses,  which  I  have  felt  they  should  do  for  a  long 
time.  I  would  recommend  $3,500  for  general  fire  purposes 
for  the  coming  year. 


CONCLUSION. 

Before  concluding  this,  my  third  annual  report  of  the 
Bloomfield  Fire  Department,  I  wish  to  extend  to  the  offi¬ 
cers  and  members  thereof  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
laithful  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  duties 
during  the  year,  and  for  the  kind  and  courteous  treatment 
I  have  received  at  their  hands. 

I  also  extend  to  your  honorable  body  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  many  courtesies  shown  me  by  you  while  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties,  and  your  willingness  at  all  times 
to  aid  us  by  furnishing  such  needed  improvements  as  the 
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organization  of  this  Department  has  demanded  from  time 
to  time. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  all  persons  who  so  gener¬ 
ously  subscribed,  decorated,  and  help  make  the  Fireman’s 
Convention,  held  here  on  September  25th,  1895,  the 
success  it  was.

IN  GENERAL. 

In  the  annual  report  presented  last  year  you  were  ad¬ 
vised  of  the  attempt  to  create  the  Borough  of  Glen  Ridge 
within  our  township,  and  that  the  44  validity  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  was  contested  by  the  township  before  the  courts.” 
We  regret  very  much  to  inform  you  that  we  have  not 
been  able  to  have  this  question  decided  by  the  courts 
owing  to  the  refusal  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State 
to  authorize  action  by  writ  of  quo  warranto,  the  courts 
having  decided  such  writ  to  be  our  only  legal  method  for 
testing  the  question.  By  the  election  held  last  August  you 
undertook  to  create  the  City  of  Bloomfield  embracing  a 
a  large  portion  of  the  Township,  including  nearly  all  the 
territory  within  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  borough. 
The  constitutionality  of  the  law  under  which  this  election 
was  held,  and  the  regularity  of  the  procedure  was  cited  by 
the  borough  authorities  for  review  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  vState,  their  decision  recently  given  fully  sustains 
the  constitutionality  of  the  law,  but  sets  aside  the  election 
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lhe  ground  that  the  territory  proposed  to  be  included  in  the 
«  dy  should  have  been  described  as  lying  partly  within  the 
borough  of  Glen  Ridge.  Remedying  the  defect  of  description 
sis  pointed  out  by  the  Court,  another  election  would  have  been 
ic  d  on  the  31st  inst.,  but  for  a  stay  granted  by  Judge  Depue, 
upon  information  that  an  appeal  had  been  taken  to  the  Court 
<>l  Errors  in  behalf  of  Bloomfield  by  one  of  its  citizens.  This 

action  was,  in  our  judgment,  in  total  disregard  of  the  interests 
<>1  the  township. 

The  suit  of  the  borough  authorities  brought  to  invalidate 
-»ur  tax  levy  on  property  within  the  borough  limits,  has  been 

ky.th,e  Supreme  Court,  sustaining  the  tax  levied  by 
l  ie  township  tor  school  purposes,  by  which  decision  the  town¬ 
ship  eollectoi  is  entitled  to  receive  over  six  thousand  dollars  in 

uhhor  ides °hT l  '(V'1fhheld'  We  are  advised  that  the  borough 
.  uthorities  ave  taken  an  appeal  from  this  decision  to  the 

Court  of  Errors.  We  feel  that  material  moral  and  financial 
j  tfas,  resulted  to  our  township  from  the  litigation  growing 
ut  of  the  borough  movement.  Your  Committee  have  felt  that 
hey  had  your  cordial  approval,  and  were  acting  under  vour 
instructions  1,1  resisting  the  consummation  of  thif  greivous Tn- 
jurv  to  the  township  by  every  proper  and  legal  method  We
